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100 more 
trainees 
at firms 
in project 

A FURTHER 100 appren¬ 
tices are to be taken on in 
Walsall this year as part of 
a £2 million project to help 
young people into work. 
Businesses have pledged to 
sign up more apprentices as 
part of the Walsall Works 
scheme run through the 
council. 

More than 350 people 
have already started on 
apprenticeships within the 
last two years, with another 
326 supported into a pre-ap¬ 
prenticeship programme. 

The £2 million Walsall 
Works project aims to help 
16 to 24 year-olds get into 
work, with incentive pay¬ 
ments of up to £6,000 for 
businesses to train each 
young person, in engineer¬ 
ing and manufacturing, 
construction and health and 
social care. 

Regeneration chief coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“Reaching the 500th ap¬ 
prentice was a significant 
milestone for us and I’m 
now pleased with making a 
further announcement that 
we have supported well over 
600 young people achieve a 
positive start to entering the 
employment ladder. 

It comes as the number of 
16 to 24 year-olds claiming 
Jobseekers Allowance has 
fallen. Between January 
2012 and January 2014, it 
has slumped from 3,515 to 
2,260 - the largest reduction 
rate out of the four Black 
Country authorities.

A report to today’s plan¬ 
ning committee says it has 
not been demonstrated why 
the members retail ware¬ 
house could not open in the 
town centre. 

This is where there are 
locations such as Walsall 
Waterfront, Crown Wharf, 
Station Street and the fu¬ 
ture development of the St 
Matthews Quarter. 

However, councillors are 
still being recommended to 
grant approval for the £1.5 
million scheme at the retail 
park off Bescot Crescent.

The warehouse is due to 
take over and transform 
four long-standing derelict 
units including the old JJB 
outlet. 

Applicants are hoping 
JTF, which sells a range of 
items from clothing, DIY, 
electrical, home and garden 
equipment, would open this 
summer. 

There are 12 other JTF 
sites across the country 
including Newcastle, Shef¬ 
field, Kidderminster and 
Tamworth. The one in Wal¬ 
sall would be the first in the 
Black Country.

The units primarily sell 
larger items in multi-pack 
style packaging and are 
based on industrial or trad¬ 
ing estates. 

The firm says there is 
a need in Walsall and the 
majority of customers will 
be businesses or employers 
close to the retail park. 

In his report to coun¬ 
cillors, head of planning 
David Elsworthy, says: 
“Bescot Retail Park is an 
established out-of-centre 
location for bulky goods re¬ 
tailing. “These are likely to 
be older premises which are 
less suitable in market, pol¬ 
icy or environmental terms, 
and which are isolated from 
other shopping facilities. 

“In this location for ex¬ 
ample it is considered that 
conversion to industrial and 
employment uses would be 
the most appropriate use 
given the size, scale and 
nearby employment uses 
and the proximity to the 
football stadium and links 
to the M6.” 

There were previous plans 
put forward for Aldi and 
Argos on the retail park. But 
a planning inspector was 
forced to rule on the propos¬ 
als in 2010 after the council 
put forward concerns they 
would have a negative im¬ 
pact on the town centre - 
with the borough already 
well-served by such stores.

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Care home nurse who slept ousted 


A NURSE caught snoozing on duty 
while caring for vulnerable care 
home residents has been suspended 
for four months. 

Francis Ogunbodede was discov¬ 
ered snoring during a night shift by 
a colleague at Elmore House - part 
of the Parklands Court nursing 
home in Walsall. The nurse had 
fallen asleep in the lounge at 1.30am 
and was only woken at 3.45am by 
a telephone call, the Nursing and 


Midwifery Council heard. He tried 
to cover his tracks by signing the 
hourly night checks on residents, 
it was said. Ogunbodede told the 
tribunal that he had not slept at all 
while on duty on July 4, 2012, and 
said the allegations were a conspir¬ 
acy. 

But the tribunal panel dismissed 
his conspiracy theory as ‘unlikely’. 

“The panel took account of the 
fact that your act of sleeping whilst 


on duty occurred in the context of 
a challenging behaviour unit, dur¬ 
ing a shift for which you were the 
only registered nurse on duty,” said 
panel chair Stephen Barker. “The 
healthcare assistant on duty with 
you was left without your guidance 
and support. 

“This presented a potential risk 
to the vulnerable residents in your 
care.” Ogunbodede, who was em¬ 
ployed by BUPA Care Homes in 


May 2011, faced three charges at 
the central London tribunal. 

The panel found allegations that 
he slept on duty and dishonestly 
falsified records proved. They also 
found him guilty of not informing 
his second employer Alpha Care 
Homes of the NMC investigation. 
But they cleared him of acting dis¬ 
honestly and accepted his account 
that he believed it unnecessary as 
the investigation had closed. 


Plan to bring market 
back to town centre 


DARLASTON Market could be relaunched in 
a bid to draw more shoppers and traders into 
the town centre, it has emerged. 

The Darlaston Town Centre Partnership is looking 
to bring stalls back to the town as part of long-term 
plans to breathe new life into the area. The previous 
Walsall Council-run market was scrapped in 2011 in 
a bid to save the cash-strapped local authority up to 
■ £60,000 over three years. 
The 40-year-old market 
had been held in King Street 
and High Street every Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, until it 
fell victim to the axe as part 
of cuts. 

There are currently no 
firm plans in place, but the 
group driving regeneration 
of the area have said it is 
a main aim to get stalls to 
return. 

Stuart Chapman, chair¬ 
man of Darlaston Town 
Centre Partnership, said: 
“One of our main aspira¬ 
tions is to bring a market 
back to the town breathing 
new life into the town centre 
to benefit both existing trad¬ 
ers and customers whilst 
making it an attractive 
propositon for new people 
to invest in. ” 

Darlaston councillor Paul 
Bott said: “I would welcome 
the market back 100 per 
cent, it should never have 
gone anyway. 

“It was a focal point for 
the town. It is probably 
going to have to be private, 
but whether it is public or 
private it is creating jobs 
and giving people choice.” 

It comes as Darlaston has 
received a jobs boost with 
more positions having been 
created over the last year, 
according to latest figures. 
Jobs have risen from 708 to 
916 - an increase of 136. 

Among those who have 
set up business in the town 
are Scorpions Gym while 
Price Wise has doubled the 
size of its retail unit, signfi- 
cantly reducing the number 
of empty units.

Exports from region hit a record high

EXPORTS from the West Midlands hit 
a record high at the end of last year, new 
figures show, underlining belief recovery is 
now well under way in the region. 

In the last three months of 2013 the value 
of exports from the region hit a high of £7.5 
billion - up by £887 million. 

At the same time, new figures from HM 
Revenue & Customs show, the West Mid¬ 
lands saw the highest increase in exports in 
2013 of any region in the UK. 

The region’s export figures in 2013 to¬ 
talled £26.9 billion, up £4.2 billion or 18.4 
per cent on the year before. 

Paul Noon, regional director for the 


Government’s export agency UK Trade & 
Investment, said: “These are, once again, 
smashing figures for exports from the West 
Midlands. 

“They cap-off a bumper year in 2013 for 
exports, demonstrating sustained growth 
from companies across the region. Export¬ 
ing is in the DNA of companies in this re¬ 
gion and is the heartbeat of the economic 
recovery. 

“West Midlands companies are contin¬ 
uing to lead the way in terms of breaking 
into new markets across the globe. We are 
well on our way to meeting the national 
economic challenge of doubling the value 


of exports by 2020.” He added: “The EU 
remains the largest single market for West 
Midlands goods with sales over the last 12 
months, worth more than £11 billion, fol¬ 
lowed by the Asia Pacific region, at just over 
£6.3 billion. 

The figures are released as UKTI pre¬ 
pares for Export Week early next month - 
a series of events around the region aimed 
at giving companies a hand to boost their 
overseas sales. 

Mr Noon said: “Export Week in April is 
about showing firms who’ve not exported 
before how they too can access new markets 
overseas.”

immigrant 
made £l4k 
after fake 
IDs fraud 

AN IMMIGRANT stole 
the identities of four other 
people in a ‘sophisticated’ 
benefits con that netted 
over £14,000 in two years, a 
judge heard. 

Malawi-born care worker 
Joyce Kawoza claimed ma¬ 
ternity allowance in their 
names using fake docu¬ 
ments, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. The 
35-year-old trickster discov¬ 
ered details of the people 
through friends. Payouts 
went into either her bank 
account or that of her part¬ 
ner Fostino Nzombo who 
both lived inWest Bromwich 
Street, Walsall. 

Kawoza launched the 
scam within months of ar¬ 
riving in this country on a 
student visa in March 2011. 

She admitted conspiracy 
to defraud between while 
Nzombo pleaded guilty to 
being concerned in arrange¬ 
ments regarding criminal 
property by allowing ma¬ 
ternity allowance to be paid 
into his account. Kawoza 
was jailed for 14 months and 
will be deported. Nzombo 
was told to carry out 80 
hours unpaid work. 


The incident occured at 
the junction on Valley Road 
and Ryle Street in Blake- 
nall, Walsall on February 
24. In the aftermath of the 
tragedy families in the area 
complained that their pre¬ 
vious calls for action to in¬ 
stall road safety measures at 
junctions across the Blake- 
nall Heath estate had been 
ignored. 

Walsall Council leader 
Mike Bird said campaigners 
should not to pre-empt the 
ongoing police investiga¬ 
tion to find the cause of the 
crash. 

Bloxwich East councillors 
Kath Phillips and Julie Fitz¬ 
patrick mobilised residents, 
schools and businesses to 
collect the names within 48 
hours following an outcry. 

The names have been now 
been handed in to council 
chiefs. 

“The feeling in the area is 
that something needs to be 
done to improve road safety. 
We went out with a group of 
about 20 residents over the 
space of two days to distrib¬ 
ute the petition and collect 
the signatures. 

“They wore high visibil¬ 
ity jackets and were able 
to attract a lot of support 
from passing motorists.” 
Natasha, a Walsall Acad¬ 
emy pupil, had been a rear 
seat passenger when the 
car driven by her mother 
Shelley and school coach 
collided. 

Mrs Whale, aged 45, re¬ 
mains in a critical but stable 
condition in hospital. 


£195k work on church under way

WORK is under way on the refurbish¬ 
ment of an historic church which is 
holding a spring fair fundraiser this 
weekend. 

Improvements to the stonework of 
Rushall Parish Church has started as 
part of a £195,000 project. 

A series of fundraising events and a 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
have helped raise over £150,000 for 
the overall scheme. 

It has meant replacing some of the 
sandstone and repairing the stained 
glass windows has been able to start 


at the east end of the church in Leigh 
Road. It is expected to be completed 
around May. Around £38,000 still 
needs to be found for the next stage, 
which will see the preservation of the 
building’s unique Pre-Raphaelite wall 
paintings begin next January. 

The annual spring fair which will 
help boost the fundraising appeal 
takes place in the church hall on Sat¬ 
urday. Admission is free and there 
will be more than a dozen stalls selling 
a range of bric-a-brac, books, handi¬ 
crafts, clothes, cakes and plants. 


There will also be a tombola and 
raffle at the event from 11am to 1pm. 

The building dates back to 1856, 
although there has been a church in 
place since 1220. Church spokesman 
Bob Barnard said: “The aim is we 
make that end of the church totally 
secure so no water can get in so we 
can then do the conservation of the 
wall paintings. A new heating system 
to stop paintings getting damaged was 
installed more than four years ago, 
while £27,000 has been spent on fix¬ 
ing the bells.

Bogus petition bid over housing 


PARENTS have been ‘hoodwinked’ 
into signing their names to a bogus 
petition over a controversial hous¬ 
ing project, it has been claimed. 

A man purporting to be collecting 
signatures to secure extra car park¬ 
ing at a school in Staffordshire was 
actually getting names for a petition 
calling for more housing to be built 
in the area, it emerged. 

His true purpose for being there 
was identified by one parent who 


spotted on the petition that it said 
it was about extra housing and had 
nothing to do with parking. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson has called the move 
fraudulent and ‘an absolute dis¬ 
grace.’ Police are investigating 
the incident outside Cheslyn Hay 
Sports and Community High School 
last Tuesday. 

Several angry parents contacted 
the MP about their concerns after 


realising they had been fooled. Mr 
Williamson, who led a high-profile 
campaign opposing a bid to build 
140 new homes in Cheslyn Hay, is 
now urging people to be extra vig¬ 
ilant and to carefully read through 
any petitions they are asked to sign. 

Friction between supporters and 
opponents of the housing scheme 
has been brewing since a planning 
application to build 141 homes at a 
green belt site off Landywood Lane 


was submitted to South Stafford¬ 
shire District Council. 

The plan was thrown out late last 
year but there is still a chance that 
the Planning Inspectorate could 
overturn the decision. The depart¬ 
ment is currently considering an 
appeal by the builder. A total of 
4,281 residents signed a petition 
to stop the development. The sig¬ 
natures were compiled by Mr Wil¬ 
liamson. 


Plans sent in for new 
gym at primary school 


A NEW gym and dance studio could be built 
at a Walsall primary school, offering space 
for indoor physical activities, theatre, arts 
and group studies. 

Manor Primary School in Streetly has been at the 
Briar Avenue site since the 1950s and has been ex¬ 
tended a number of times, the last major improve¬ 
ments being more than seven years ago. 


Then the pre-school de¬ 
partment, classrooms, toi¬ 
lets and reception area was 
constructed. However, a 
new library was built in 
2012. 

The new proposals repre¬ 
sent the latest plans for ex¬ 
pansion at the school in in 
Briar Avenue. 

According to the plans, 
the year six block, which 
was built in 2003, would be 
extended to create a gym 
and dance studio which 
could have a variety of uses 
to enhance the current facil¬ 
ities at the school. 

The plans state it would 
add to the school’s progress 
over recent years. 

A report, submitted with 
the planning application to 
Walsall Council, reads: “The 
proposal is to improve cur¬ 
rent facilities which have 
been added on over the past 
few years as the school has 
expanded. 

“The new dance studio 
will be a welcome addition 
to the school allowing for 
students to have a space 
for indoor physical activi¬ 
ties, theatre, arts and group

studies in a new purpose 
built modern environment 
which is important for the 
improvement and progress 
of the pupils as they pro¬ 
gress through the school to 
senior education. 

“This facility is being 
funded by the School/Par¬ 
ents/Teachers Governing 
Body who are committed 
to providing a high level of 
education which will ulti¬ 
mately benefit the children 
at the school.” 

A decision on the plans 
are due to be made by plan¬ 
ning chiefs over the com¬ 
ing months. It comes after 
Walsall Council’s cabinet 
backed plans earlier this 
month to invest more than 
£2 million to carry out re¬ 
pairs at primary schools 
across the borough. 

Up to 14 schools are 
poised to benefit from the 
major investment. 

The money will come 
from the capital mainte¬ 
nance budget, with schools 
being asked to contribute a 
further £165,000.

Alert on 
e-ciggies 
in wake 
of blasts 

THEY are seen as an al¬ 
ternative to tobacco but 
West Midlands Fire Service 
is warning people about 
exploding e-cigarettes. It 
comes after a second such 
explosion in the region in as 
many months. 

On both occasions fire¬ 
fighters say the lithium ion 
batteries blew apart because 
they were connected to 
chargers not provided by the 
e-cigarette manufacturer. 

In the first incident, in a 
Birmingham office, the de¬ 
vice had been left on a desk 
to charge via a computer 
USB port. The owner was 
away from his desk when 
the battery sprayed its hot 
contents towards where he 
had been sitting only a few 
minutes earlier. 

A similar e-cigarette 
battery has since exploded 
when it was left to charge in 
a house in Solihull. The re¬ 
sulting fire and smoke dam¬ 
aged much of the room and 
its contents. Three people 
had to flee the property. 

West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice area commander Steve 
Vincent said: “People should 
always buy electrical items 
from a reputable and reli¬ 
able source, and re-power 
devices using a charger sup¬ 
plied or recommended by 
the manufacturer.”

HS2 route should be altered, says group HU

THE route of HS2 should be changed and 
go through Cannock and Walsall, according 
to proposals revealed by campaigners in ru¬ 
ral Staffordshire. 

A working group in Lichfield set up by 
MP Michael Fabricant has suggested alter¬ 
native routes for the high-speed line which 
would see the track diverted away from the 
cathedral city. 

One would see the high speed link fol¬ 
lowing the path of the M6 and M42 near 
Birmingham Airport before skirting the A5 
and M6 Toll to Cannock. 

It would then continue alongside the M6 
to the west of Stafford. 


A second proposal is running the line 
out of Birmingham alongside the A38 and 
M6 where it would veer off near junction 
seven passing to the east of Walsall up to 
the Churchbridge interchange south of 
Cannock and then follow the route of the 
M6 to Manchester. 

Currently the line would pass through 
swathes of rural Staffordshire around Li¬ 
chfield and cutting through the Ridware 
villages, Colton, Great Haywood. It would 
also see HS2 join up with the West Coast 
Mainline near Rugeley. 

The campaigners argue that the Govern¬ 
ment’s preferred £42.6 billion route will 


do more environmental damage than their 
proposals. They say their alternatives make 
use of brownfield and ex-mining sites. 

Mr Fabricant has also backed changes to 
lower the height of HS2 and the introduc¬ 
tion of tunnelling in his constituency if the 
route remains unchanged. 

He said: “This major change to the route 
of HS2 as it approaches Birmingham from 
the south and exiting from the north of 
Birmingham towards Manchester has been 
proposed by my HS2 Phase 2 Working 
Group which I call the ‘Macro Route’ and 
which I prefer, though I recognise that HS2 
Limited is less likely to adopt it. 


Parking restrictions bid 
to help centre shoppers 


PARKING restrictions could be introduced to 
stop motorists clogging up spaces for shop¬ 
pers in Willenhall. 

A two hour limit is being planned for bays at the 
front of The Square shopping centre in New Inven¬ 
tion so they are maintained for customers. A long- 
stay car park was created at the rear of the shopping 
centre last summer and is used as a park-and-ride 
' for bus commuters. 

However, some cars have 
been left in the shoppers’ 
spaces, off Lichfield Road 
and which are closer to the 
shops, all day. 

The plans would affect 
18 bays at the front of the 
centre, five of which are for 
disabled drivers. 

The order which has 
been put forward by Wal¬ 
sall Council would also see 
double yellow lines added 
to stop vehicles being left 
on the pavement or double 
parking. 

The two hour restric¬ 
tion would operate Monday 
to Saturday from 8am to 
6.30pm and apply for the 
existing parking bays at the 
front of the centre. 

A loading bay for the 
Co-op store will also be bet¬ 
ter regulated. 

The proposals have gone 
out for consultation and 
people have until tomorrow, 
Friday, to comment. 

Willenhall councillor Ian 
Shires is backing the pro¬ 
posals. He said: “The front 
is supposed to be like a 
shoppers car park. People 
have been parking on there 
all day. 

“Shoppers were being 
pushed round the back. We 
are trying to segregate shop¬ 
pers car parking from long 
stay parking.” 

Concerns have been 
raised over pedestrian 
safety and congestion at the 
site because cars have been 
blocking part of the footpath 
next to the shopping centre.

Skills gap key to 
better business

SIMON PENFOLD outlines 
the good, the bad and the 
ugly of the Black Country’s 
economic situation 


WE are building more homes in 
the Black Country, our children 
are doing better at school and 
more people are in work than 
there were a year ago. 

There has been a 3,000 hike in the 
workforce across Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Dudley and Sandwell. 

However, the nitty-gritty of this is 
that 9,000 new jobs created in the pri¬ 
vate sector were partly wiped out by the 
loss of 6,000 public sector jobs as Govern¬ 
ment spending cuts bit deep across local 
authorities and state-funded bodies. 

At the same time, people in the Black 
Country are much less physically active 
than the UK average. And figures for in¬ 
fant death, diabetes and childhood obe¬ 
sity are significantly worse than for the 
UK as a whole. 

The facts and figures are all revealed 
in a newly published Economic Review, 
a look at the Black Country and the state 
we are in. It has been compiled by the 
economic intelligence unit of the Black 
Country Consortium, the organisation 
set up between local business leaders and 
local authorities more than a decade ago 
to co-ordinate their efforts to regenerate 
the area. 

To keep track of progress - or the lack 
of it - the Consortium compiles huge 
amounts of data every year. 

One of the key numbers it produces 
is something called the ‘output gap’. It 
effectively compares how well the Black 
Country is performing as a local econ¬ 
omy, and how well it should be perform¬ 
ing compared to the rest of the UK. 

The bad news is that an overall assess¬ 
ment shows the Black Country’s econ¬ 
omy is around £7.8 billion short of where 
it needs to be. The worse news is that 
figure has been getting bigger. 


Since 2004 is has gone up by around 
£3 billion, and last year it rose another 
£200 million. 

This is partly because we have too 
few people in jobs, and partly because 
our people don’t have good enough 
skills. But the biggest problem is that 
the Black Country economy lacks dy¬ 
namism - it underperforms in terms 
of competition, investment, innovation 
and enterprise. We simply don’t create 
enough businesses. 

In the UK as a whole, for every 10,000 
people around 42 businesses are created 
every year. In the Black Country that 


falls to just 30. Across the area that 
means 1,453 businesses that should be 
started, aren’t. 

And the area loses out in terms of 
wages, spending, taxes and all the other 
benefits healthy businesses bring to an 
area to the tune of £5.4 billion. But the 
businesses we do have are often doing 
very well indeed. 

Around 90,000 people in the Black 
Country have jobs in what is now called 
the High Value Manufacturing sector. 
That is firms making parts for cars, 
planes, oil rigs, pipelines and anything 
else that requires engineering know¬ 


how and precision. The result is that 
the Black Country has become the heart 
of the UK’s engineering components 
industry. Parts made in Dudley, West 
Bromwich, Oldbury, Walsall or Wolver¬ 
hampton are now going into virtually 
every car and aircraft now being pro¬ 
duced in the UK. 

Companies like Jaguar Land Rover, 
with its new engine plant on the i54, and 
Tata Steel, with its major investment at 
the Wednesfield Steelpark, see the Black 
Country as an area with a manufactur¬ 
ing future. But that has brought its own 
set of problems - the biggest of which 
is the region’s skills gap, says Stewart 
Towe, chairman of the Local Enterprise 
Partnership. 

Mr Towe said the skills issue was 
‘absolutely critical’ and is appealing to 
more young people - and their parents 
- to consider careers in engineering 
and manufacturing. Mr Towe, who is 
also head of Smethwick manufacturing 
group Hadley, said: “One of our biggest 
problems is that we have too many ‘life¬ 
style businesses’.” 

Earnings 

A lack of skills is a big factor in an¬ 
other area where the Black Country is 
still losing out: wages. The average earn¬ 
ings for a Black Country person in full 
time work last year was £23,256. That 
is up £216 on the previous year but still 
£3,761 short of the national average. 

Unemployment remains high, at 11.2 
per cent compared to eight per cent na¬ 
tionally. To get us up to the national 
average would mean more than 16,000 
people finding a job. 

Transport is another big issue, and 
the last year has seen work under 
way on the £36 million M54 junction 
2 scheme, improving access to the i54 
business site, as well as the £25m A41 
West Bromwich Underpass. 

The Economic Review shows that the 
Black Country is making progress in 
areas such as education and training, 
building new homes and - gradually - 
increasing jobs. But it also underlines 
that this area has a long way to go.

A LOCAL authority defended 
its decision to threaten a man 
with court action over £1 owing 
on his council tax. Clive Hay¬ 
ward, of Willenhall, was sent a 
demand after paying his £431 
bill in 10 instalments of £43. “I 
thought they would have added 
£1 to one of the instalments,” 
he said. “The council has been 
ridiculously heavy-handed.” 

FRANK Sinatra was reported 
to be in good shape and anxious 
to return to the stage days after 
collapsing during a concert in 
Virginia. 

POLICE removed the distinc¬ 
tive sign outside the Gloucester 
‘House of Horrors’ after a ninth 
body was found buried at the 
site. Its owner, Gloucester build¬ 
er Fred West, appeared before 
magistrates in the city charged 
with five more murders, in addi¬ 
tion to the three charges he was 
already facing. 

2004 

TWO young women were res¬ 
cued after their car plunged 18ft 
into the River Severn near Iron- 
bridge, forcing them to clamber 
onto the roof as the vehicle sank 
into freezing waters. It was be¬ 
lieved the driver had served to 
avoid a badger. 

THOUSANDS queued outside 
Birmingham’s University of Cen¬ 
tral England to audition for the 
Big Brother house. One hope¬ 
ful got a friend to film him run¬ 
ning through a supermarket in 
swimming trunks while another 
dressed in a chicken outfit.

£90,000 boost to pay for liver scan gear 


POTENTIAL liver disease can now be 
spotted and treated earlier at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS trust thanks to a 
cash injection of £90,000. 

The donation, from the League of 
Friends, has enabled the trust to pur¬ 
chase the revolutionary Fibroscan ma¬ 
chine. 

The machine uses a non-invasive 
technique where a modified ultra¬ 


sound probe is used to create and 
measure the velocity of a sheer wave 
as it passes through the liver. 

From this an estimation of liver 
stiffness is made. 

The degree of fat deposition in the 
liver is also calculated. The scanner 
cost £89,950 and was donated by the 
trust’s charity, the League of Friends. 

Dr Amanda Hughes, consultant gas¬ 


troenterologist said: “This extremely 
generous gift will revolutionise the 
care of patients with liver disease in 
Walsall. 

“It will help stage the degree of dis¬ 
ease and therefore requirement and 
timing of treatment. It will also reduce 
the need for more invasive tests such 
as liver biopsy. I cannot thank the 
League of Friends enough.” 


A review of traffic flow 
urged after latest crash 


A REVIEW of traffic flow and 
safety measures are being de¬ 
manded on a main route where a 
car collided with a house. 

Concerns have been raised about 
Bentley Lane in Walsall being used as 
a rat run and motorists speeding up 
and down. It has been said there have 
already been a series of accidents and 
could eventually lead to somebody be¬ 
ing seriously injured. 

A Vauxhall Astra struck the detached 
property which has been converted into 
flats at the junction of Wayside Walk at 
around 1.20am last Tuesday. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons said concerns 
have been raised about the route through 
Reedswood previously and is now asking 
Walsall Council to assess what action can 
be taken. It includes the island where the 
crash happened with safety barriers only on 
one side of the road. The cause of the colli¬ 
sion is being investigated by police. 

Councillor Jeavons said: “I am well aware 
of the dangers of this road and have ques¬ 
tioned the layout. There have been other 
accidents and I will be calling for a review. I 
am asking officers to look again at the traf¬ 
fic flow.“Clearly there has been a number of 
accidents there, where there haven’t been 
injuries, but it is just a matter of time. ” 

A woman in her 30s and her child were 
led to safety by firefighters after the smash 
into the downstairs flat. A 6ft wide hole 
was left in the wall of the property and it 
was sealed off. Structural engineers were 
drafted in to assess the impact. 

The driver of the car, a man in his late 
30s, was taken to Walsall Manor Hospital 
with a fractured arm and possible ankle in¬ 
juries. Bentley Lane was shut at the junc- 
tionk.

Bull terrier on rampage 
after he was let off lead 


A FATHER has been banned from 
having dogs in his care for seven 
years and ordered to pay a total 
of £1,260 for allowing an out-of¬ 
control bull terrier to bite the el¬ 
derly owner of another dog that it 
attacked in a street. 

The English Bull Terrier called Ben 
was being taken for a walk by minder 
Richard Smith, but it got away after 
being taken off its lead. 

The dog then went on to attack a border 
collie and its owner, Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard. 

Collie owner Barbara Morgan suffered 
two puncture wounds and a graze when she 
tried to pull Ben off her dog called Pippa on 
September 4 last year, in Walhouse Road, 
Chuckery. 

Smith was found guilty following a trial 
last month of being a person in charge of 
a dog allowing it to be dangerously out of 
control in public place causing injury. As he 
was sentenced it emerged that the police 
had been unable to locate Ben’s real owners 
to confiscate him. 

Mrs Jane Yeomans, prosecuting, told the 
court Mrs Morgan, aged 71, had suffered 
an angina attack as a result of the incident. 
“Pippa was squealing and she saw blood 
coming from her neck,” Mrs Yeomans said. 

Mr Ifran Mohammed, defending Smith, 
aged 35, of Lincoln Road, said his client’s 
15-year-old daughter had been looking after 
Ben as a favour to ‘someone’. The dog was 
returned days after the incident, but Smith 
did not know who the owner was. 

He also gave Smith a 12-month Commu¬ 
nity Order with 200 hours unpaid work. He 
must pay £1,000 compensation to Mrs Mor¬ 
gan, £200 costs and £60 victims’ surcharge.

Waste company Sita UK 
has been awarded the £10 
million contract following a 
tender process. 

The firm will be respon¬ 
sible for managing and op¬ 
erating the waste transfer 
station in Fryers Road, Lea- 
more, and household waste 
recycling centres in Fryers 
Road and Merchants Way, 
Aldridge. 

Sita UK will take over the 
contract from Kier MG from 
April 1 and it will run for 
seven years, with the option 
of a one-year extension. 

The council is aiming to 
maintain or increase recy¬ 
cling rates and reduce waste 
disposal costs in the coming 
years. 

Graham Mayes, chief op¬ 
erating officer for Sita UK, 
added: “As a company we 
want to live in a society 
where there is no more 
waste, where everything 
is given a second life ei¬ 
ther through recycling or 
through energy-recovery.”

Delay on consultation 
over move for market 


College’s Brand new boost

THE second round of public con¬ 
sultation over plans to find a per¬ 
manent location for Walsall Mar¬ 
ket has been delayed. 

The next public consultation phase 
was expected to take place last month 
over plans for a permanent new town 
centre market, under £1.75 million 
proposals, but has been pushed back 
to March 21 and 22. 

It comes as council bosses announced 
that traders at Walsall, Willenhall and 
Bloxwich markets will not face an increase 
in rent charges for the next financial year. 

Council bosses are looking to create a 
long-term site for the near 800-year-old 
market and drafted in independent experts 
in order to help draw up proposals for its 
future. 

The Bridge has emerged as the preferred 
option for the market as a result of feed¬ 
back gathered so far. 

The preferred design and layout option 
will be presented to traders and the public 
later this month, with a public exhibition 
due to be held at Walsall’s New Art Gallery. 

A planning application is due to be sub¬ 
mitted by the end of May. 

It comes as council bosses have revealed 
there will be no rent rise at the three coun¬ 
cil-run outdoor markets in the borough 
during the next financial year. 

Regeneration chief, Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said it was good news for traders. 

He said: “Healthy markets play an im¬ 
portant role in the borough’s economy as 
well as in the day-to-day lives of our com¬ 
munities.” 

The move has been welcomed by Tony 
Larner, chairman of Walsall Market Trad¬ 
ers Association. He said: “From our point of 
view, we’re extremely pleased to know the 
rental charges will stay the same.” 

The first stage of the public consultation 
surrounding Walsall Market involved 600 
leaflets being distributed to key retailers in 
the area, landowners and developers and 
customers.

Healthy boost of 
medics recruits 


WEST Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice has offered places for 137 
people to become student para¬ 
medics. 

A total of 1,100 people applied for 
the role and another 90 candidates are 
still completing final assessments. 

The trust will be reopening the chance to 
apply later this year when it will be looking 
to recruit a further 70 student paramedics 
to increase its total number to 280. 

Recruitment adviser Louise Harris said: 
“We were overwhelmed by the amazing 
response to the original advert. What was 
really pleasing was that we had applications 
from right across the region and from every 
community within it.” 

The first group of 33 successful appli¬ 
cants will start their careers with the am¬ 
bulance service on April 22. Over the next 


30 months, they will develop their clinical 
skills, learn to drive using blue lights and 
sirens and gain invaluable experience learn¬ 
ing people skills, so that they can treat pa¬ 
tients in their hours of need. 

Ms Harris said: “We are very proud that 
the pass rate for the student paramedics is 
about 95 per cent, which is down to a lot of 
hard work on the part of the students and 
paramedic tutors, but also an extensive sup¬ 
port network provided by the trust such as 
the mentors the individuals will be working 
with.

SHE met Princess Diana, Mu¬ 
hammad Ali and was regularly 
seen on police duty covering her 
beloved football club, the Sad¬ 
dlers. 

Tributes have now been paid to former 
police officer Julie Skidmore who served in 
the Black Country during her 30 year ca¬ 
reer in the force, and who lost her six year 
battle with ovarian cancer last month. 

More than 400 people attended her fu¬ 
neral on Monday. The popular 56 year-old 
from Walsall was the first female officer at 
Saddlers games and was even captured on 
camera kicking the ball back into play at 
the old Fellows Park ground. 

She continued to hold the football club 
close to her heart as a fan and even worked 
in the Bescot Stadium control room after 
her retirement from the force. 

During her three decades patrolling the 
beat in Walsall she received a commenda¬ 
tion for bravery in 1996 after being threat¬ 
ened with a 14 inch sword after executing a 
search warrant in Pleck.

She was known to many in the commu¬ 
nity under her maiden name Dale having 
joined the force in August 1976. 

She mainly covered the town centre, 
Alumwell, Pleck and Caldmore areas and 
later on was also involved with CID. 

The grandmother-of-one was diagnosed 
with cancer and would regularly travel to 
Surrey for treatment at the Royal Marsden 
Hospital. 

Even during this and following her retire¬ 
ment she still worked as a civilian at sta¬ 
tions including Erdington, Sutton Coldfield 
and at Lloyd House in Birmingham. She 
would help set up open days. 

Following her diagnosis her family were 
braced she may have up to just two more 
years, but due to her determination and 
care she prolonged her life for years more. 

She underwent clinical trials at the hos¬ 
pital and after the support she received 
the Julie Skidmore Climb Every Mountain 
Fund has been created in her honour and 
will raise money for the Royal Marsden 


Cancer Charity. A charity walk of 40 miles 
from Walsall to Port Vale for the game in 
April is also being planned to raise money 
for the cause. 

Mrs Skidmore, of Pelsall, passed away 
last month and leaves behind husband of 
27 years Mark and daughter Danielle. 

After being able to prolong her life in 
the last she managed to see her daughter 
get married, welcome the birth of her first 
grandchild Georgy last year and go to her 
favourite place Salzburg. 

Amazing 

Daughter Danielle, aged 27, said: “She 
was very bubbly, very infectious and it has 
hit everyone very hard. 

“She lived for everybody else, she would 
do anything for anybody, she had this 
amazing smile. 

“She remained a Wpc, she never really 
wanted to climb the ladder, on reflection 
she always said maybe I should have done it 
but she was always involved in the commu¬ 
nity. She was the first female police officer 
to police a game down at Fellows Park. She 


was notorious for being on the touchline 
and there is a picture of her kicking the 
football in her uniform. She still worked as 
a civilian while she was having treatment.” 

As a police officer she helped set up Hos¬ 
pital Watch to help improve security at Wal¬ 
sall Manor. 

She was on security duty when boxer 
Ali was in Birmingham for a promotional 
event and one of her biggest highlights was 
to meet Princess Diana when she visited the 
hospital’s maternity unit in 1991. 

Danielle, aged 27, said: “When Diana was 
given flowers she passed them back to her, 
she called herself Diana’s flower girl. She 
loved it she was so proud.” 

Mrs Skidmore and the fundraising in 
her memory will be featured in the Walsall 
matchday programme for the weekend’s 
game against Wolves. 

The funeral took place at St Peter’s 
Church in Little Aston on Monday with 
the police force doing a guard of honour.

D ermot O’Leary is no stranger 
to the pressures of live TV - 
after all, he’s the man who 
has had to get Louis Walsh to make 
his mind up about who he’s sending 
home on The X Factor. 

But now he’s about take on an 
even bigger challenge, as he helms 
a ground-breaking broadcast from 
the International Space Station. 

The presenter won’t actually be 
going into orbit himself, but he’s 
thrilled just to be our man at 
Mission Control in Houston. 

Dermot says: ‘This is such a 
mega and amazing programme to 
be part of, I am so looking forward 
to presenting it and I cannot wait. 

“Going live with a TV show is 
always great, but to be able to say 
‘now we are going live to the Space 
Station’ will be a fantastic and 
surreal experience.” 

It’s going to be fairly mind-blowing 
for viewers as well, as the 
programme aims to take us around 
the world in 90 minutes - over the 
course of the broadcast, the space 


station will be orbiting 250 miles 
above the Earth at speeds of up to 
17,500 miles-per-hour. 

And when they’re not sharing 
their incredible views of our planet, 
two of the ISS’s English-speaking 
astronauts, Rick Mastracchio and 
Koichi Wakata, will be interacting 
with the Earth-bound public. 

No doubt Dermot will have a few 
questions for them as well. “For me, 
the point of going into television is I 
am always interested in people - 
whether it is an astronaut or a cab 
driver. I love getting stories and it is 
why I do the job I do. 

“My fascination for this 
programme is two-fold. Aside 
from the live link-up and how 
brilliant that will be, there is that 
macabre thing where you wonder 
what you would do if something 
goes wrong. How do they deal with 
it? What do they do? Then there 
are the ordinary, daily things like 
how do they shave? How do they 
go about their day-to-day lives? 
Everything about it all fascinates 
me.” 


Although Dermot admits he’s not 
an expert on space exploration, he 
does have a few boffins on hand. 

He’ll be joined in Houston by Mike 
Massimino, one of the astronauts 
who helped repair and upgrade the 
Hubble Telescope, but who might 
be best known to regular Channel 4 
watchers for his cameo 
appearances on The Big Bang 
Theory, and there are also 
contributions from Stephen Hawking 
and British astronaut Tim Peake. 

So after doing all the research 
and preparation for the show, and 
rubbing shoulders with the experts, 
is there a part of Dermot that 
wishes he was broadcasting from 
the Space Station itself? 

He says: “You don’t realise that 
when you talk about what it would 
be like to be an astronaut. The level 
of sacrifice they have to make is 
extraordinary and they have to be 
so fit and intelligent. They do have a 
certain purpose up there and the 
science that goes into it all really 
fascinates me - but no, I don’t want 
to be an astronaut!”

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Designers go 
to town with 
Chevrolet’s 
supermini 

On paper the Chevrolet Aveo certainly seems 
as if the designers, engineers and marketing 
people have ticked all the right boxes. 

There’s a more distinctive look, a more efficient 
range of engines which at last includes some prop¬ 
erly frugal diesel options and the usual emphasis on 
high spec and value pricing to enable the car to bet¬ 
ter compete against fellow budget brands like Skoda, 
Kia and Hyundai. 

If you’re a typical Aveo buyer, then you probably won’t 
care very much what goes on under the bonnet or how 
adept your car will be at tackling your favourite twisty B road. 
In fact, you probably won’t have a favourite twisty B road. So 
you won’t care that there are no really performance-minded 
engines in the range, that the steering is a little light and 
that bodyroll is a little more pronounced than you’ll find in 
something more Fiesta-like. 

You’ll be more interested instead in stuff that’s of greater 
importance every day - namely levels of ride and refinement 
which are as good as anything in the class, including small 
cars that are a great deal more expensive than this one. 

Partly that’s because under the skin, this car has a very 
solid, taut chassis indeed, underpinnings originally devel¬ 
oped for the fourth generation Vauxhall Corsa but which this 
Chevrolet managed to get hold of first. 

In terms of refinement though, the only caveat I have to 
add concerns the 86PS petrol 1.2 which the majority of buy¬ 
ers of this model tend to choose. 

Though its performance figures - rest to 60mph in 13.6 
seconds on the way to 107mph - look alright, just 115Nm 
of torque, of pulling power, demands you work the engine 
pretty hard to achieve reasonably rapid progress. And that’ll 
prove a stern test of the considerable efforts the designers 
have put in to keep noise levels down in this model, efforts 
which include everything from special damping mats to 
thicker windscreen glass and a felt blanket lining the under¬ 
side of the bonnet. 

Noticeable 

The benefits of all this are much more noticeable in the 
other petrol engine on offer, a 100PS 1.4, especially if you 
mate it to the necessarily relaxed progress that’s condition¬ 
al if you order this car with a sprint-sapping six-speed Hy- 
dra-Matic auto gearbox. 

There are two diesel engines, finally put on offer to Aveo 
customers in this second generation guise. Both VCDi units 
are 1.3-litres in size, with a choice of either 75PS or 95PS 
outputs. 

The pokier of the two manages 60mph in 12.6 seconds, a 
second and a half quicker than its stablemate, a figure you 
can reduce further to 11.7 seconds by opting for a more 
frugally-focused ‘Eco’ version. 

Chevrolet says it’s a bit fed up with small cars being cute 
and cuddly, the intention instead with this car being to create 
something bolder, more striking and with a dose of attitude. 
Hence a set of progressive, raked bodylines, pronounced 
wheelarches and, most notably, the apparently motorcy¬ 
cle-inspired design theme that crops up all around the car. 

Lifting the tailgate reveals a 290-litre boot within spit¬ 
ting distance of that of a rival Fiesta in size and practically 
shaped, provided you can lift your luggage over the rather 
pronounced lip that sits proud above the rear bumper. 

Pushing forward the 60:40 split-folding rear seats reveals 
a class-competitive 653 litres, though unfortunately, the area 
provided isn’t quite flat. 

To take a seat in the back, you first need to locate the rear 
door pull handles, cleverly concealed in the upper section 
of the door in a largely unsuccessful attempt to give this five- 
door-only design a coupe-like look. 

Once inside, you’ve the usual supermini standard - com¬ 
fortable space with decent headroom for two adults or three 
children. 

Safety-wise, the car has a 5 star Euro NCAP rating. That 
means single-stage airbags for driver and front passenger, 
plus roof-rail airbags and side impact airbags. The roof can 
withstand forces more than four times this car’s weight.

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Leon gets estate version

Why it’s taken SEAT so long to intro¬ 
duce an estate version of the popular 
Leon range is anyone’s guess. 

But now they have and the company has 
done a great job, managing to keep the 
highly impressive hatchback’s style and 
handling in place. 

It’s called a Sports Tourer - but it is an estate in 
my book - and the third bodystyle in the range, 
joining the five-door hatch and three-door Sport 
Coupe (SC). 

The line-up is the same as the five-door too with 
S, SE and FR trim levels, and power coming from 
a selection of turbocharged petrol and diesel en¬ 
gines. 

My pick is the SE 1.6TDi 105PS version with a 
starting price of £19,495, average fuel consump¬ 
tion figures of an amazing 74.3mpg and C02 
emissions of only 99g/km. 

Surprisingly you still get a top speed of 119mph 
from this model though getting to 62mph will take 
you over 11 seconds. 

So SEAT haven’t let anyone down with the per¬ 
formance side and certainly haven’t with the ad¬ 
ditional space. 

Boot space is particularly impressive and while 
the Leon is not top of the class it does command 
a medal place with an impressive moveable boot 
floor, easy folding rear seats and even a folding 
front passenger seat, just in case you need to car¬ 
ry the odd coffin. 

The Leon shares the same chassis as Audi A3 
and VW Golf, so solid handling is guaranteed, 
with a tight ride and responsive steering, though 
the ride is quite firm and was commented on by 
rear seat passengers. 

Inside this Leon is a genuine five seater with 
leg and head room to spare with the fascia tak¬ 
en from the earlier models. Like all SEAT’S that 
means practical and simple. 

The touch-screen conrol centre is well posi¬ 
tioned and simple to operate, which is a real bo¬ 
nus when driving different cars each week. Often 



the week has gone by the time I have mastered 
the controls. Why can’t they all be standard? 

There’s the same safety levels as on the rest 
of the range. That means seven airbags, stability 
control, emergency brake assist and a tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring system. 

You get active front head restraints to mini¬ 
mise whiplash, Isofix child-seat mounting points, 
remote central locking and an alarm which has 
helped SEAT record the maximum five stars in 
Euro NCAP crash tests. 

The test car came complete with LED head¬ 
lamps and DAB digital radio, heated front seats, 
heated front washers, rain sensing wipers, light 
sensors and electric folding door mirrors. 


I was impressed by the automatic light dipping 
system, which must be a big must for all manufac¬ 
turers, and the driver pack, which includes lane 
assist. 

You get Bluetooth, USB input, air-con, colour 
touch-screen, wheel-mounted audio controls and 
electric front windows, so you get quite a bit for 
your money. It also had 17” alloys and tinted rear 
windows, all of which totalled £3,330 and helped 
the price up to £22,825. 

The big competition will probably come from 
Skoda and Golf and SEAT is the cheaper option. 

I’ve become a bit of a SEAT fan over the years 
and I can’t say that I’m anything but impressed by 
this latest addition.

It can’t have escaped you that Land Rover is doing rath¬ 
er well at the moment. Although only one half of the Jag¬ 
uar-Land Rover equation, the 4x4 side of the business is 
selling the lion’s share of the product. 

The compact entry-level Evoque SUV burst onto the 
scene with all the fanfare and adoration of a major celebrity, 
and the trickle down effect - or should that be trickle up - 
had been felt across the firm’s recently refreshed range. 

One obvious recipient of the Evoque’s magic has been 
the second generation Range Rover Sport. Visual similari¬ 
ties to the rock star of the range are no coincidence, while 
Land Rover’s continued focus on reducing weight and 
boosting the level of technology in its cars continues with 
this more streamlined Sport. 

Lighter, more economical and offering a more engaging 
on-road driving experience than the car it replaces, along¬ 
side Land Rover’s long established off-road credentials, this 
new generation Sport also boasts more cabin space plus 
the option of a family-friendly third row of seats.

A STEP forward, or another nail in the 
play-off coffin? 

PERHAPS it was both. At first glance 
it would appear ludicrous in the ex¬ 
treme to talk about positives after a 
3-0 home defeat to bitter local rivals. 


But in the context 
of the game, if not the 
season, they were cer¬ 
tainly there.
